Tho French floot wore then ontside, cruising 
round after the other Chinoso mon-of-war, and ay 
Admiral Wa:signallod for them to procand sonth, 
there is little doubt that they did so, but after- 
wards tarned hack as wo hear of the following 
talegram from Admiral Courbet at Matsou:— _ 

“Marsou, lth February. 

“Seon on the 13th inst., at about five miles dis- 
tanse, the Chinese fleet of threa ornisers, oma 
corvette and afrigate.

We were informed that a nambir of 
the most prominont mambors of the Freach Di- 
plomatio Corps had paid a visit to Roar- 
‘Admiral Crown, with the resnlt that undor pre- 
suutolrcumstances it, was thought to be the 
safost to adopt tho measure, which Was carries 
into effect this morning. On. Monday last the 
Pronch authorities informed the Taotai of their 
intention to hoist the Russian fing, in lien of 
their own. Tho Tactai consequently psid a
